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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As to claim 13, applicant argues that Obata 
teaches away from completely representing trapezoids as triangles. Applicant notes that Obata discloses disadvantages of representing 
trapezoids as triangles, but examiner notes that just because an application discloses disadvantages does not mean that it "teaches away". 

MPEP 2123 states that "the nature of the teaching is highly relevant" and further states: 

"Disclosed examples and preferred embodiments do not constitute a teaching away from a broader disclosure or nonpreferred 
embodiments. In re Susi, 440 F.2d 442, 169 USPQ 423 (CCPA 1971). "A known or obvious composition does not become patentable 
simply because it has been described as somewhat inferior to some other product for the same use." In re Gurley, 27 F.3d 551, 554, 31 
USPQ2d 1130, 1132 (Fed. Cir. 1994)." 

Obata does mention disadvantages of the method involving representing trapezoids as triangles, but also discloses that it is a known 
method in the prior art. While the preferred embodiment of Obata does disclose a faster method, it also generally mentioned that polygon 
division methods, such as the one mentioned above, are used to speed up filling and displaying (col. 1, lines 11-21), which would give one 
skilled in the art motivation to use such a method. 

Applicant further argues that one could not modify Michail to divide a trapezoid into two triangles. However, Michail already does divide a 
trapezoid into triangles, and it is shown in the Obata reference that there are advantages to dividing a trapezoid into two triangles 
completely, as this would give speed advantages in displaying. 
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
